Coverage of Donor Breast Milk — Infant Survival Act

FOR the purpose of requiring the Department of Health and Mental Hygiene to
reimburse a hospital for donor human breast milk provided to a Maryland
Medical Assistance Program recipient under certain circumstances; and
generally relating to reimbursement under the Maryland Medical Assistance
Program.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — Health — General
15-101.
(a) In this title the following words have the meanings indicated.

(h)  “Program” means the Maryland Medical Assistance Program.

THE DEPARTMENT SHALL REIMBURSE A HOSPITAL FOR DONOR HUMAN
BREAST MILK PROVIDED TO A PROGRAM RECIPIENT IF:

(1) THE PROGRAM RECIPIENT IS AN INFANT UNDER THE AGE OF
3 MONTHS;

(2) THE PROGRAM RECIPIENT IS CRITICALLY ILL;

(3) THE PROGRAM RECIPIENT IS IN THE NEONATAL INTENSIVE
CARE UNIT OF THE HOSPITAL;

(4) A PHYSICIAN ORDERS THE MILK FOR THE PROGRAM
RECIPIENT;

(5) THE DEPARTMENT DETERMINES THAT THE MILK IS
MEDICALLY NECESSARY FOR THE PROGRAM RECIPIENT; AND

(6) THE MILK IS OBTAINED FROM A DONOR HUMAN MILK BANK
THAT MEETS QUALITY GUIDELINES ESTABLISHED BY THE DEPARTMENT.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2011.
